Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Surveyor 

and  Water  Engineer  for  the  Year  19o2, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  annual  report. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Maxey,  Northborough  and  Marholm  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  should  be  completed  in  approximately 
two  years  time.  There  will  then  remain  to  be  considered  a  scheme  for 
the  central  portion  of  Newborough,  which  is  developing  at  a  rather 
surprising  pace  and  possibly  small  schemes  for  the  Parishes  of  Sutton 
and  Upton,  at  a  later  date. 

The  completion  of  new  private  houses  dropped  compared  with  last 
years  figures.  There  appears  to  b  e  a  tendancy  for  prospective  house 
purchasers  to  prefer  to  live  in  small  groups  of  houses  than  on  larger 
estates. 

The  improvement  of  older  properties  continued  at  a  steady  rate  and 
should  accelerate  when  the  Maxey,  Northborough  and  Marholm  Sewerage 
Scheme  has  been  completed. 

Eight  Council  bungalows  at  Maxey  were  in  the  course  of  erection  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  a  start  was  made  on  the  grouped  homes  scheme  at 
Hodney  Road;  Eye.  When  the  latter  is  completed  it  is  hoped  to  deal  with 
some  of  the  unfit  property  in  Eye. 

Improvements  to  eight  pre-war  houses  at  Borough  Pen  were' completed 
and  similar  work  was  in  progress  at  25  houses  at  Helpston. 

Some .  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  proporty  but  more 
houses  and  bungalows  need  to  be  erected  before  further  progress  can  be 
made. 


Further  improvements  were  carried  out  to  licensed  caravan  sites 
at  these  are  now  up  to  a  reasonably  good  standard, 

The  improvement  of  licensed  premises  made  further  progress. 

A  direct  labour  scheme  for  refuse  collection  was  introduced  on 
April  1st.  and  difficulties  have  arisen  through  inability  to  secure 
and  maintain  the  necessary  labour.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Council  introduced  a  bonus  incentive  scheme  with  a  view  to  speeding  up 
collections. 

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  demand  for  the  cesspool  emptying 
service  following  the  provision  of  main  drainage. 

Public  Health  Work. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

I  was  not  called  on  to  carry  out  any  enquiries  or  disinfection 
work  during  the  year.

(a)  Discretionary  Grants. 

A  total  of  15  applications  for  improving  15  properties  were 
approved  during  the  year,  a  decrease  of  7  on  the  figure  for  1961. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  approved  was  £5 >462  (an  average  of  £364 
per  dwelling). 

10  applications  were  for  tenanted  properties  and  5  for  owner/ 
occupiers.

One  application  was  refused  as  the  property  had  been  converted 
since  1958.  Eight  applications  were  for  tenanted  properties  and  17  for 
owner/occupiers.  Work  had  been  completed  at  10  properties  and  was  in 
progress  at  4  others. 

Council  Houses. 

(a)  Building. 

Twenty  houses  at  Crowland  Road,  Eye,  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  8  bungalows  at  Maxey  were  in  the  course  of  erection. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  start  was  mado  on  the  Grouped  Homes 
Scheme  at  Hodney  Road,  Eye. 

(b)  Improvement s. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  8  pre-war  houses  in  the  Parish 
of  Borough  Fen  and  similar  work  was  in  progress  at  25  houses  in  Helpston. 
Thero  now  remain  the  pre-war  houses  at  Marholm,  Maxey,  Newborough  and 
Northborough,  to  be  dealt  with.  ‘  - . 

The  laying  of  paving  slab  paths  to  the  pre-war  houses  in  Eye  was 
completed. 

(c)  Maintenance. 

External  painting  was  carried  out  to  145  houses  (Glinton  102. 

Church  Close,  Newborough  28,  and  bungalows  Back  Lane,  Eye  15  ). 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Property. 

13  houses  were  represented  for  Closing  and  Demolition  Orders 
during  the  year. 

16  houses  wore  demolished. 

Plans  under  Building  Byelaws. 

189  plans  were  submitted  under  Building  Byelaws  as  compared  with 
203  for  1961.  66  of  these  were  for  private  garages. 

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Cessnool  Emptying. 

The  total  number  of  tanks  emptied  during  the  year  was  559.  209 

of  these  were  at  Council  houses  and  350  at  private  houses.  Those 
figures  show  a  decrease  of  108  over  those  for  1961.

Wg  again  found  the  tanker  useful  for  flushing  sewers,  drains  and 
dykes  and  for  general  pumping  purposes. 

(b)  Night  Holl  Collection. 

The  collection  of  night  soil  will  cease  in  the  Parishes  of  Pcakirk 
and  Helpston  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  only  parishes  in  which  it  is 
now  collected  are  :  Borough  Pen,  Newborough,  Maxey  and  Northborough, 
and  it  will  cease  in  the  latter  two  Parishes  at  a  reasonable  time  after 
the  sewerage  scheme  is  completed. 

( c)  Refuse  Collection ._ 

Collections  were  commenced  by  direct  labour  on  April  1st.  There 
has  been  continual  difficulty  with  labour  and  it  has  been  necessary 
on  two  occasions  to  call  in  a  contractor  to  catch  up  with  the  arrears 
of  work. 

The  Council  decided  in  November  to  introduce  a  bonus  incentive 
scheme  whereby  the  men  will  have  a  basic  targot  of  premises  to  collect 
from  at  the  basic  J. I.C.  rates  and  will  be  paid  a  bonus  for  all 
properties  collected  from  above  that  figure.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  bring  about  an  improvement  and  eventually,  lead  to  collections 
being  made  more  frequently  than  once  a  fortnight. 

Drainage  &  Sewerage  Disposal. 

The  scheme  for  Helpston,  Etton,  Peakirk  and  Glinton,  was  completed 
during  the  year,  apart  from  pumping  station  alterations. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  start  was  made  on  the  scheme  for 
Maxey,  Northborough  and  Marholm  and  this  should  be  completed  in  about 
2  -  2^  years  time.  , 

The  time  will  soon  be  opportune  to  consider  a  scheme  for  the 
central  portion  of  Newborough  where  development  is  now  taking  place. 
Thirteen  properties  have  recently  been  completed,  nine  arc  in  the 
course  of  erection  and  planning  permission  has  been  granted  for  over 
20  more.

The  total  quantity  of  water  purchased- in  bulk  from  the  Peterborough 
Corporation  was  95*906,000  gallons,  an  increase  of  just  over  a  million 
gallons  compared  with  the  figures  for  1961.  The  increase  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  erection  of  new  properties  and  improvements  to 
the  older  houses.  It  would  no  doubt  have  been  higher  but  for  the  ban 
on  the  use  of  hosepipes  imposed  during  the  Summer  months. 

Petroleum  Act. 

47  licences  were  issued  to  store  petroleum  spirit  and  the  amount 
of  fcos  collected  was  £32.  10.  0. 

Labour. 

I  regret  having  to  report  the  death  of  our  foreman,  Mr.  L.  Dunmore, 
after  33  years  loyal  and  conscientious  service.  The  year  also  saw  the 
retirement  through  ill-health  of  Mr.  A.  Goodliffc,  who  had  served  for 
5i  years.
